THE ARMY ESTIMATES. 


"dg the Tank a Thing of the Past? 


{ Reuter*s Service. ) 


: London, March 15. 
: The Army Katimates wero introduced in tho House of Commons 
Sty Gir L. Worthington Evans. Ho explained that the item of 
£2,900,000 under the heading e Non-Recurrent Charges referred to 
oharges arising from the war in the Middle East and included sums 
< for reinstating the rolling stock on Indian railways, reinstating com- 
MK manceered propertios and reconditioning transport ships, while 
under “Current Expenditure” was an item of £26,500,000 for the 
Jarmies in tho Middlo East, Mesopotamia and Palestine. Ho 
¥. regretted tho necessity, owing to need of economy, to disband four 
"cavalry regiments, saving £400,000 ann ually—tho 5th and 2tet 
Lancers and the 19th and 20th Hussars, which wero four junior 
regiments chosen. . ‘ Are : 
| The general Army policy, said the speaker, was ultimately to 
 gecreate an Expeditionaty Force of six Divisions, but at.present we 
werd very far from having an Army as complete as before the war. 
' Tho aim was to provide 14 Divisions of Territorials with a Cavalry 
Division as recond line, ‘There were 230,000 Territorials required, 
and over 100,000 had boen obtained. A.sum of £560,000 was provided 
for improved tanks, including a light tank to co-oporave with the 
. infantry aod a fast and powerful tank for the cavalry. : Exporiments 
were procceding to enablo tanks to be used in tropical countries. 
There waa provision for armoured cars, but thoro would be extensive 
experiments this yoar with o view to sottling the ultimate practical 
use of tanks and cars, ' The general view was that mechanical 
: means of fighting must be doveloped to tho fullest extent. ; 
Combating the criticism that the Army was too large, Sir L. 
‘orthington Evans pointed out that 52 battalions of infantry, seven 
of cavalry, 32 batteries of artillery, four engineer field divisions and 
threo signal unita were carrying out a most distasteful duty in 
Ireland, steady and reliable, in face of the utmost provocation— 
(Choors)—and these cannot be reduced until the inhabitants ceased 
iMegitimate warfare. In the neghbounhood of Constantinople there 
R wore two British battalions of infantry, four Indian battalions and 
‘ y one British cavalry regiment, which, being part of tho Allied forces, 
* could not be reduced at present and might have to bo reinforced. 
Therefore somo reserves were held inthe East, available either for 
Egypt or the Middle East. Ifthe Grecke and Turke accepted the 
modifications of the Treaty of Sevres and more settled conditions 
provaited in Turkey, a reduction of our troops could be expected. A 
few substantia! reductions had been made in the troops ordered to 
sEgypt. ‘Ten thousand Indians and 2,000 British were proceeding 
home from Egypt and further reductions depended on the result of 
the negotiations which wore about to open. These were eight 
battalions of infantry, a regiment-of cavalry and some artillury.ete., 
on the Rhine. but who could prophesy when thoy would be recalled 
or say they would not havo to be reinforced? He omphasised that 
the North-West frontiers of India required constant attention owing 
to whrest caused by post-war economic conditions, The Army 
Gouncil realised the urgency of national economy but hoped the 
House would racognise that there was a point beyond which it was 
not sife.to economise as long ax to-day’s liabilities were not liquidated. 
‘he debate produced a vigorous protest againet the idea that 
tanks could bo used as a substitute for cavalry. General Seely 
declared that such an idea was inconsistent with the lessons of the 
war, whilst General Townshend thought that the tank was a thing 
of the past. . i 
Sir A. Williamson, replying to points raised during the 
. debate, said he did not. think that a great section

Reports from Lancashiro and Yorkshire state that the mere 
proposal of a 50 per ent. tax on German imports has stopped 
business in the north of England with Germaoy. The Manchester 


Guardian's Dusseldorf correspondent states that the huge volume of 


business transacted before the occupation has dried-up owing.to the 
uncertainty of the commeroial future. There is a conflict gf opinion 
among the Allied authorities on the ‘subject of the new Customs, 
Meantime the banks havo raised their rate, making it impossible 
for business men to carry on. Responsible British businessmen 
regard tho Customs barrier as a futile. and costly expedient, and

(2), To circulate 
information and stimulate inter- 
est’and (3), To call forth.prayer 
and gifts for the Diocese. It will 
be seen therefore that the forma- 
tion of such an Association will 
provide a useful stimulus to the 
work of the ‘Diocese. -

After tea had been served the 
company adjourned to, St. An- 
sirew's Hall. The Biskop was sup- 
ported by the Rev. Copley Moyle, 
who is shortly leaving for Eng- 
land, concerning whose journey 
the Bishop made a sympathetic re- 
ference. 

The Bishop .explained at some

The letter of the Constitutional 
Reform Association stated that 
the present system of collection 
and. removal of refuse were high- 
ly insanitary and recommended 
that ‘covers be obtained for the 
carts. The matter had been taken 
up with the Colonial Secretary 
who advised that it should be 
brought before the. Sanitary Board. 

Mr. Alabaster said he under- 
stood from Dr. Ozorio that these 
covers were provided at one time, 
and he believed still existed, but 
were “not used. He @esired to 
know whether, there were any 
special reasons why they were 
not used, : 

Dr. Ozorio mentioned that he 
raised the question three or four 
years ago, and it was then stated 
they were. used, Since when did 
they cease to exist? : 

The Chairman replied that Mr. 
Tratman's answér to Dr. Ozorio’s 
question at that time was that 
he was not prepared to recom- 
mend ithe Government to instal 
covers on all carts, but he would 
see what would be done in certain 
cases. The Chairman said he 
understood the covers were’ pro- 
vided for a certaii number of 
carts which had to go a Tong dis- 
tance. He had made enquiries as 
to what had happened to them 
and all he could find out was that 
they did not exist now. . He could 
ovly leave it to the imagination 


of the Board as to what occurred: 


to them, 

Mr. Alabaster moved that a 
small sub-committee of the Board 
be-appointed to see what could be 
done in the matter.

The folowing announcement 
appeared in’ the Pall Mull 
Gazette last month. 

As ‘the result of negotiations 
which have just been ‘completed, 
he Pall Mall Gazette and the 
Globe will be published as one 
1ewspaper. The combined paper 
vill-be published under the title!

Its two most famous features 
vere the “ By-the-Way.” column 
ind the “Turnover,” a favourite 
with many ° Fleot-street con- 
tributora, Tho paper reached the 
eight of its popularity under the

Although 94 per cent. of the 


stock of the International Mer- 
cantile Marine. is American- 


. owned, 97 per cent. of its more 


than 1,000,000 tons of shipping‘is. 
undor foreign register, Mr. P.A.S. 
Franklin; president of the com- 
pany, told the. Shipping Board at 
an inquiry into an agroement he- 
tweon the company and the 
British Government, dating back 
to 1903, es : 

Of the 8Zper cent. foreign re- 
gister tonnage, Mr. Franklin said, 
85 per cent. was under tho British 
flag and 2 per. cent. Belgian. 
These ships were subject, ho 
added, to requisition and opera- 
tion in war times by those Gov. 
ernients. 

A clauso of the agreement 
providing thattho company would 
not pursug 6 policy prejudicial to 
British commerce or trade, tho 
witness said, applied only to 
British register tonnage. . 

The company had sought to 
dispose of its British tonnage, 
Mr. Franklin added, but chang- 
ed its.plans in compliance with 
a request from President Wilson. 

DIRECTORS MUST BE BRITISH. 

Under examination by Com- 
missioner Suter, Mr. Franklin 
said there wasa clause in the 
agreement providing that a ma- 
jority of the directors of Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine's sub- 
sidiary companies in England 
must be British subjects. 

“But,” he said, “we own the 
stock here in America and we 
elect them." . 

The inquiry was prompted by 
a statement made by Chairman 
Jones ef the Senate Cominerce 
Committee that the International 
Mercantile Marine had entered 
into a twenty-year agreement to 
“pursue no policy injurious to 
the interest of the British Mer- 
cantile Marino of British trae.” 
AMERICANS OWN BULK OF 
STOCK, 

Mr. Franklin said the -agree- 
ment had been made public "in 
every possible way,” and was 
sent to William Denman, then 
chairman of the Shipping Board, 
in March. 1917, and later in 1919 
to Judge’ Payne as chairraan, and 
Bainbridge Cotby as a member of 
the board. , “a 

It was published in 1903, Mr. 
Franklin added, in tho an- 
nual report of the Commissioner 
of Navigation. . 

The witness said he challenged 
any atatement that the company 
was not 100 per: cent, Ameri- 
can.” He submitted shareholder 
lists which he said showed 94 
per, cont. of common ‘and 
preferred stock in American 
hands, while foreign holdings | 
were divided less than one-half 
of 1 per cent. to England, 544 
per cent. to Holland, and’ small 
fraction ‘of 1 per cent. to other 
European and some . South 
American nations. There were 
5,421 American stockholders out 
of 5,605, Mr. Franklin said. 

BRITAIN HAS NO CONTROL. 

“The British Government has 
no control or ownership in 
the International Mercantile. 
Marine,” he added, “in any way, 
shape, or form. The Internation-

PIRACY ON THE YANGTZE,' 

The MacKenzie & Company's 
steamer Dahtuen, which plies 
between Wanshien and Chung- 
king, on tho Upper Yangtze, was 
attacked recently by a. band of 
pirates when about 30 miles 
below Chungking, ‘and after an 
exchange of. shots, escaped by: 
dropping her anchor with some 
30 fathoms of chain, and slipping 
down the river. In the quick 
start a crankshaft was split, and 
the vessel was forced to limp into 
Chungking on one engine. 

: DESERTERS IN U.S. 

So many Europeans have taken 
advantage of an alleged 
loophole ‘in the American 
Seaman's Act, Galveston (Tex.) 
steamship agents assert, that 
numbers of foreign steamship 
operators. are adopting the 
precaution of bonding their 
sailors to complete round-trip 
voyages to America. The focal 
agents ‘declare that deserters 
from vessels flying foreign flags 
‘aro beyond the reach of the 
United States - immigration 
authorities. Ifthe sailor, upon 
being taken into custody, states 
that he intends to sail on the 

first available ship” the im- 
migration authorities have.’ no 
alternative, under thé provisions 
of the Seaman's Act, but to free 
him. Then, although an attempt 
is. made to keep the sailor under 
surveillance, the deserter fre- 
quently manages to make good 
his escape. It is asserted that in 
this way riffraff from Ruasia, 
Germany and other European 
countries finds compnratively 
little difficulty in getting into the 
United States.

GOEBEN AND BRESLAU. 


Admiral Milne on Their 
Escape. 

Admiral’ Milne has given the 
following account of the oscape 
in the carly days of tho war of. 
the German’ warships, 
Goeben and the Bresley: On 
Monday August 4 I roceived 
instructions from the Admiralty. 
A significant clause was “ but the 
Goeben is your objective.” That 
order clearly indicated that two 
immediate objects wero being 
puraued = simultaneously, — the 
watch upon Austria and Italy in _ 
the Adriatic and the watch ~ 
upon the Goeban, and that 
of tho two the watch -upon 
tho Goebon was more. im- 
portant.

During the day | 
of August 4. the battle. cruisers 
Indomitable “and Indoefatigable 
shadowed the Goebon and Breslau 
from the Algorian coast towards 
the East, At5p.m.on Tuesday, 
‘August 4 about the time when the 
two battle cruisers lost sight of 
tha Goeben, I' received authority 
from the Admiralty to engage 
the German vessels should they 
attack the French transports. 
Occasion did not arisé and thé 
order we cancelled in a telegram 
received two hours later imform- 
ing me that the British ultimatum 
presented to Germany would ex- 
piro at midnight and that no acts 
of war should be committed be- 
fore that hour, At 6 p.m. on the 
same day I received. information 
from the Admiralty that Italy 
had declared a sirict neutrality 
which was to be rigidly respected’ 
and that noship of war was to 
pass within six miles of the 
Italian coast. The effect to that 
order was to bar the Straits of 
Messina presumably to both 
belligerents but. certainly to 
British ships. Therefore, if the 
Goeben and Breslau entered the 
Straits they could not be followed. 

After having detailed the dis- 
positions made of ships under his 
command he says: As my-in- © 
structions strictly forbade me to 
enter the Straits of Messina I 
was obliged in order to take up 
the requisite position to come 
down the west coast of Sicily. In 
tho meantime at 11 p.m. on 
Thursday August 6.

NAVAL POLICIES. 


Asa result of the war. the German Navy is practically 
non-existent. That, we prestune, is the main factor which 
has encourged thé British Admiralty to recommend, in the 
new estimates, a considerable reduction both in men and 
ships of the Navy. It-is proposed that we should bave 
fewer capital ships. almost. balf “of the reduced number to 
be in reserve; that certain overseas squadrons should be 
‘reduced; and that the personnel should he cut down to 
421.700, Last yeai’s estimates, it is worth recalling, 
provided fora personne) of 136,000, whilst at the time of 

the Armistice there were more’ than 407,000 officers and 

“men inthe senior se?vice. A comparison of these figures 
will show the steady cutting-down that has been effected 
since the war. . 

But though we areto have a smaller Navy if the new 
estimates are approved by Parliament, it is reassuring to 
know that there is to he no sacrificecof efliciency. Indeed. 
it is clear ftom the memorandum issued by ‘the. Admiralty 
that the highest possible standard is to be aimed at. The 
experiences of (he war have taughtus that many of our 
finest ships are rapidly liecoming obsolete. The new 
programme will aim at the replacement: of these by better 
types. All thé saine, the economies advocated are described 
as drastic, and it) iss:plainly stated that we intend 
assuming risks which- in ordinary circumstances It 
would be difficult to reconcile with the full maintenance 
of the Government's ‘declared policy. ‘The presumption, 
‘of course, is that the tiines are abnormal—~and. they 
are, in the respect that there is a growing tendeney to find 
ways and means of putting a stop to foolish naval rivalry. 
With that feeling the British Government is in ful 
sympathy ; witness the outspoken declaration of its hope 
that it may be possible, as a result of frank and friendly 
discussion with the principal naval Powers, to avoid any- 
thing approaching competitive building. This official 
statement, coupled with the steady naval reductions carried 

" out since the war, shows unmistakably that Britain is pre- 
pared to respond ‘sincerely and generously to the hints 
recently thrown out for a naval understanding between the 
Great Powers. And in this connection it may be’ noted 
that the Navy League, formerly a keen advocate of an all- 
powerful British Navy, in a recent memoranduni on: naval 
policy urged Britain and America to give the lead in. pro- 
posing ‘a conference between all those Powers whose 
geographical] positions impose upon them the guardianship 
of the seas, and to decide in what way this joint guardian- 
ship’ may. best be carried out. : 

The Navy is, of course, the life-blood of. the British 
Empire. It must ever be able to guarantee the security of 
the seas. But with the changed conditions brought about 
by the war it is evidently possible to exercise a large 
measure of economy and still not detract from its value. 
What it is comforting to feel also is the fact that there is 
to be better co-operation between the Motherland and the 

~ Dominions in naval matters. This, together with con- 
centration on general efficiency, should make the future 
safe. -Meantime, the hope expressed by the Government 
that a stop may be put to competitive building will be re- 
echoed in all parts of the ach where a Jong and lasting 
peace is desired.

In o general. way; it. is found 
that the higher you go tho colder 
it gets.

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Now that there is talk of the 
motorcoach as a  hovelty 
threatening to drive the “old- 
fashioned” ‘steam railway out of 
employment it should ‘te remem- 
bered that the mechanically pro- 
pelled road coach is really older 
than the railways, and, indeed, 
gave to the early inventors the 
first hints’ of the possibilities of 
railways. France has the honour 
of Jeading the way with Cugnot’s 
machine, the first model of which 
was mide in 1763. It was ' 
thought that it might be used as 
‘a road coach and also for taking 
guns into action instead of horses, 
A full-sized  machino was’ 
made and tried in the 
streets of Paris, but it overturned 
at a.corner and was at once 
hauled to the arsenal and intorned 
there as too dangerous, 
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Fred Archer, the famous jockey, 
had to employ heroic moasures 
to keop his weight down, The 
story is told of how, on one 
occasion, he was the guest of a 
very hospitable host. ‘From the 
kitchen came the perfume of 
savoury meats, and at dinner a 
sturdy, rosy-choeked manservant 
made his appearance, his back 
bending under the weight 
of a great Tay salmon on 
a lordly dish. Poor Archer's 
face, as he surveyed’ the 
initial preparations for the even- 
ing meal, was quite piteous to 
watch. Then, with a shrug of 
the shoulders and a nigh but ill- 
concealed by a cynical remark, 
he ‘left the table, and shortly 
afterwards his host saw him pass 
the window on a hack, galloping 
towards tho training grounds, 
Later on he partook of a tiny 
glass of champagne and a biscuit, 
played one game of billiards, and 
retired to bed. :

Englishman Wins Prize. 


“Tt goos round for all that,” 
said Galileo, sotto voce, when the 
Roman Inquisition compelled him 
to (outwardly) renounce the 


||Copernican law of the earth’s 


revolution, which Holy Church 
in those days considered antago- 
nistio to its own doctrine. But 


‘neither Copernicus nor Galileo, 


who respectively propounded ard 


:|developed the hypothesis of the 
tlearth’s revolution, nor Newton,| 


withchis epoch-making discovery 
of  gravitatic nor any of 
their numerous gifted succes- 
laore, perceived a notable 
implication from the ‘earth's rev- 
olution until :in these latter 
days Prof. Einstein set tho arch 
upon the observations of sundry. 
experimenters by evolving his 
Theory of Relativity. . 

Only the other day we had an 
attractive lecture at the 
Helena May _ Instituto 
Mr. C. H. Robertson, 
sizo of his appreciative audience 
—the hall was filled—testifying 
to the interest which mombers of 
the Colony take in this develop- 
ment the worid of physics. 

Tho Scientific American recent- 
ly offere1 a prize of $5,000 for 
the best non-technical essay in 
explanation of tho Theory, in 
which connection a scribe in that 
country gives a lucid outline of 
the Finstein discovery. 

Suppose an astronomer wants 
to measure the distance between 
two stars. Ho goes about it like 
ao man. éurveying land. He 
surveys along the rays of light 
from the stors. It had always 
been supposed that light travels 
in straight lines. 

But along came Einstein. Ho 
held that a ray of light can bo 
bent by gravity. For instance, a 
straight light ray, in passing the 
aun. is bent inward by the sun's 
attraction. Other stars attract 
tho same ray of light, so that by 
the time it reaches the. earth it 
may be as crooked as a cork- 
screw. . 

You cannot measure accurate- 
ty with a crooked light: ray. 1t's 
like a yardstick,—you can bend it 
until the ends are only. two feet 
apart, yot according to the yard- 
stick tho ends are three feet from 
each other. : 

Hence, says. Einstein, it is 
physically impossible to measure 
accurately the distances between 
stars, and—- 

The universe is so constituted 
that it is impossible to learn and 
measure the.absolute velocity of 
any body moving through spice. 
For instance, we cannot measure 
how fast the earth really, moves. 
We can measure only the relative 
motion—that is, the earth's speed 
in' relation to other heavenly 
bodies, Thus we have the Theory 
of Relativity, derived from “ rela- 
tive to”. A 

Your ‘phone rings. You walk.to 
it in five seconds. How far did 
you really walk? Measure it off 
and the distance is 20 feet-in 
relation to the room or the fixed 
surface of the earth, But duritig 
thoso five seconds. the carth 
travelled onward through space 
95 miles. Thus you moved 
through space 95’ miles 20 feet. 

But the earth moved 95 miles 
only in relation to the sun, 
moon, stars, etc. The 95 miles is 
the relative motion. The actual 
motion may be only one inch. 
We do not know.. Hinstein has 
shown that we cannot find out.- 

Suppose all suns, stars, etc. 
disappeared, leaving only the 
earth afloat in space; then the 
earth would be rotionless, so far 
as our ability to measure its velo- 
city, for there would be no fixed 
objects to use as surveying points 
indetermining the earth's motion. 
The earth’s movement through 
space can be measured only in 
its relation to stars, etc.—hence 
tho Theory of Relativity. 

The writer of the sketch noted 
above claims that “ of the thirteen 
mon who are the only human 
beings in. all the world to 
throughly understand the Hin- 
stein Theory” the majority ere 
‘Americans, which gives 28 
piquancy to the result of the 
competition, the prize going to an 
Englishman, Mr. L. Bolton, one 
of the Senior Examiners ot the 
London Patent Office, It may 
be assumed . that the interest 
stimulated by tbe Scientific 
American's competition has done 
something to raise the total of 
those now conversant with the 
Theory. to something above the 
unlucky number of 13. 

A Press representative in the 
Old Country has had an interview 
with Mr. Bolton, who was appris- 
ed of his success by the following 
laconic cabla: “You have won 
the- Kinstein Prize. Congratula- 
tion—Scientifie American.” 

- Mr. Bolton told the interviewer 
thet nothing would please him 
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better than that the awarding of 
the prize to an Englishman shou id 
be regarded as one of the smaller 
incidents that ought to contribute 
to keep up the good understand- 
ing between the two countries. 
It was ayecal sporting thing, be 
feels, on tho part of the American 
magazine to throw the competion 
open to the world. : 

“ Although I was interested in 
the subject I had no idea of going 
in for it,” he added, “ because’! 
thought that the field of com- 
petitors would be very large and 
that I should not stand a million 
to one chance of winning the 
prize. ‘ ; 

“ However, my interest in the 
matter got the upper hand to this 
extent: I thought it wasa good 
opportunity to collect one's 
notions and put them down on 
paper just to see how _much one 
knew. I did not think mine 
counted for very much, that I say 
candidly. ; 

“The essay was limited to 3,000 
words, and competitors were en- 
joined to avoid mathematics. 
wrote the article without employ- 
ing a mathematical symbol. As 
the theory was. a matter of 
mathematics and physics, of 
course I could not tackle it with- 
out talking mathematics to some 
extent, but I kept tho symbols 
out, and apparently my treatment 
was the thing that was wanted.” 

Mr. Boltom had a brilliant career, 
at Cambridge and was a Wrangler 
of his year. 

He joined the Patent Office in 
1885, and worked up to hie 
position of one of the Senior 
Examiners. During the war he 
was in the Inventions Department 
of the Ministry of Munitions.
